WASHINGTON, May 12.—The follow- 


ing is the message of the President of 
the United States, returning to the 
House of Representatives the bill en- 
titled "An act to prohibit military in- 
terference at elections:" 


To t)te Houte of 
Representatlvet: 


After a careful consideration of the 
bill entitled "An act to prohibit military 
interference at elections," I return it to 
tbe House of Representatives, in which 
it originated, with the following ob- 
jtctions to its approval: 


IB * eowMuicatioD sent to the 


Howe of Representatives oo the 29th 
of last month, returning to tbe House 
without my approval the bill entitled 
"An aet making appropriations for the 
rapport of the army for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1830, and for other 
purposes," I endeavored to show, by 
quotations from tbe statutes of the 
United States now in force, and by a 
brief statement of facia in regard to the 
recent elections in several States, that 
no additional legislation was necessary 
to prevent interference with elections 
by the military or naval force! of the 
United States. 


The fact was presented in that com- 


munication that at the time of the 
passage of the act of June 18,1878, in 
relation to the employment of the army 
as posse comitatus, or otherwise, it was 
maintained by its friends that it would 
establish a vital and 
fundamental 


principle which would secure to the 
people protection against a standing 
army. 


The fact was also referred to, that 


since the passage of this act Congress- 
ional, State and municipal elections had 
been held throughout the Union, and 
that in no instance has complaint been 
made of the presence of United Sutes 
oldiera at the polls. 


Holding, as I do, the opinion that 


ny military interference whatever at 
he polls ia contrary to the spirit of our 
istitutions, and would tend to destroy 
te freedom of elections, and sincerely 
esiring to concur with Congress in all 
f its measures, it is with very great re- 
ret that I am forced to the conclusion 
ut the bill before me is not only on- 
eeessary to prevent such interference 
ut is a dangerous departure from long- 
ettled and important constitutional 
rineiples. 
The true role as to the employment 
military forces at elections is net 


oubtful. No intimidation or coercion 
hould be allowed to control or influence 
itizens in the exercise of their right to 
ote, whether it appears in the shape of 
ombinations of evil-disposed persons, 
r of armed bodies of militia of a State, 
r of the military force of the United 
tales. 
The elections should be free from all 


orcible interference, and as far as 
sraeticable from all apprehension of 


where inch combinations may happen, 
shall refue, or be insufficient to suppress 
tie MOW, it shall be lawful for the Presi- 
dent, if the Legislature of the United 
State* be not in teasioi, to call forth and 
empkqr such numbers ef the militia of any 
other 8Ute or States most convenient 
thereto it may be necessary; and the use 
of the militia so to be called forth may be 
continued, if necessary, until the expira- 
tion of thirty days after the commence- 
ment of the ensuing session." 


.In 1795 this provision was substan- 


tially re-enacted ia a law which repealed 
tlte act of 1792. 


In 1807 the following aet became the 


law, by approval of President Jeffer- 
son: 


"That in all cases of insurrection M on 


struction to toe laws, either cf the United 
States or of any individual State or Terri- 
tory where it is lawful for the President 
of the Caited States to call forth the mi- 
litia tot tie purpose of suppressing such 
insurrection, or of causing the laws to be 
duly executed, it shall be lawful for him 
to employ for the same purposes such 
part of the land or naval force of the Uni- 
ted States as shall be judged necessary, 
having first observed all the prerequisites 
of the law in that respect." 


By this act it will be seen that the 


scope of the law of 1795 was extended 
so as to authorize the national Govern- 
ment to use, not only the militia, bat 
the army and navy of the United States 
in causing the laws to be duly executed

The bill before me is as follows: ''Be

to enforce Section 4 ot Article 4 of the

The first act expressly authorizing 


the use ot military power to execute 
the laws was passed almost as early as 
the organisation of the Government 
under the constitution, and waa ap- 
proved by President Washington, May 
8, 1792. U is as feUows: 


"SECTION 2 And be it further enacted, 


that whenever the laws of the United 
£l*M*8haU he opposed, or tb» atecutiun 
thereof obsmwted, i« any State, hy com- 
bintrtomtop powerful to be suppressed 
by the ordinary course of judicial pro- 
ceedings, or by the powers vested in the 
Marshals by this act, the same beiur 
notified to the President of the United 
State* by an Associate Justice or District 
Judge, U shall be lawful for the President 
of the Diifed States In call for the militia 
of such State* to suppress such combina- 
tions and to cause the laws to be dcly 


The important provision of the acts 


of 1792, 1795 and 1807, modified in its 
terms from time to time, to adapt it to 
the existing emergency, remained in 
force until by an act approved by 
President Lincoln, July 29, 1861, it 
was re-enaoted substantially in the same 
language in which it is now found in 
the Revised Statutes, viz: 


SECTION, 5,298. Whenever, by reason 


of unlawful obstructions, combinations or 
assemblages of persons, in rebellion 
against the authority of the Government 
of tic United States, it shall become im- 
practicable, in the judgment of the Presi- 
dent, to enforce, by the ordinary course 
of judicial proceedings, the laws of the 
United States, within any state or terri- 
tory, it shall be lawful for the President 
to call forth the militia of any or all Ihe 
states, and to employ such parts of the 
land and naval forces of the United States 
as he may deem necessary to enforce the 
faithful execution of the laws of tbe 
United States, or to suppress such rebel- 
lion, in whatever state or territory thereof 
tbe laws of the United Stales may be forci- 
bly opposed, or ibe execution 
thereof 


forcibly obstructed. 


This ancient and fundamental law 


has been ia force from the foundation 
of the Government. It is now propos 
ed to abrogate it on certain days and at 
certain places. In my judgment no 
fact has been produced which tends to 
show that it ought to be repealed or 
suspended for a single hour, at any 
place in any of the states or territories 
of the Union. All the teachings of ex- 
perience in the course of our history 
are in favor of sustaining its efficiency 
unimpaired on every occasion when the 
supremacy of the constitution has been 
resisted, and the perpetuity of our in- 
stitutions imperiled. The principle of 
this statute enacted by the fathers has 
enabled the Government of the Union 
to maintain its authority and to pre 
serve the integrity of the nation at the 
most critical periods of our history. My 
predecessors in tbe Executive office 
have relied on this great principle. I 
wag on thir principle that Presiden 
Washington suppressed the whisky re 
bell ion in Pennsylvania, in 1794. 
In 


1806, on the same principle, Presiden 
Jefferson broke up the Burr conspiracy 
by issuing orders for the em ploy men 
of such force, either of the regulars o 
of the militia, and by such proceeding! 
of the civil authorities, as might eoabl 
them to suppress effectually the furthe 
progress of the enterprise. 
It was un 


der the same authority that Presiden 
Jackson crushed nullification in Soutl 
Carolina, and that President Lincoli 
issued his call for troops to save thi 
Union, in 1861. 
On numerous othe 


occasions of less significance, unde 
probably every Administration, and car 
tainly under the present, this power ha 
been usefully exerted to enforce th 
laws without objection by any parly i 
the country, and almost without attract 
ing public attention. 


The great elementary constitutiona 


principle which was the foundation of th 
original statute of 1792, and which ha 
been its essence in the various forms ' 
has assumed since its first adoption, 
that the Government of the Unite 
States possesses, under the constitution 
in full measure, the power of self-pro 
tection by its own agencies, altogethe 
independent of the state authority, an< 
if need be, against the hostility of th 
state governments. It should remai 
embodied ia our statutes, unimpaired 
at it has been from the very origin of th 
Government. It should be regarded as 
hardly less valuable or less sacred than 
a provision of the constitution itself. 


There are many other important stat- 


utes containing provisions that are lia- 
ble to be suspended or annulled at the 
times and places of holding elections if 
the bill before me should become law. 


I do not undertake to furnish a list 


lavy of the United States would be law- 
ful, and might be necessary to maintain 
the conduct of ft state election against 
the domestic violence that would orer- 
.hrow it, bot it wonld be unlawful to 
maintain the conduct of a national elec- 
ion against the same local violence 
that wonld overthrow it. This dis- 
crimination has never been attempted 
u any previous legislation by Congress, 
and is no more compatiable with the 
sound principles of the Constitution or 
the necessary maxims and methods of 
our system of government on the oc- 
casion of elections than at other time. 


In the early legislation of 1792 and 


1795, by which the militia of the states 
was the only miliUry power resorted to 
for the execution of the constitutional 
powers in support of the state or na- 
tional authority. Both functions of the 
Government were put upon the same 
footing. By the act of 1807 the em- 
ployment of the army and navy was 
authorized for the performance of both 
constitutional duties in the same terms. 
In all the later statutes on the same 
subject matter, the same measure of 
authority to the Government has been 
accorded for the performance of both 
these duties. No precedent has been 
found in any previous legislation and 
no sufficient reason has been given for 
the discrimination in favor of the state 
and against the national authority which 
this bill contains.

Although I believe that 
the existing statutes are abundantly 
idequate to completely prevent military 
nterference with the elections, in the 
sense in which the phrase is used in the 
title or this bill, and is e'nployed by 
the people of this country, I shall find 
no difficulty in concurring in any addi- 
tional legislation limited to that object 
which does not interfere with the in- 
dispensable exercise ^of the powers of 
the Government and the constitution 
and laws.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The second 


veto message is the subject of general 
comment in Congressional and political 
circles.. It is regarded by the Repub- 
licans as a stronger document than the 
last, and the Democrats admit that 
there was more in it than they were 
aware of. During [the reading of the 
message the Republicans gave vent to 
their feelings by vociferiously applaud- 
ing, especially those portions where the 
President placed himself squarely in 
antagonism ,to the States' right doc- 
trine. In the first part of the message, 
where the President indicated that ho 
did not intend to permit the use ot 
troops at elections during his adminis- 
tration, the Democrats sneeringly look- 
ed at each other, but before the mes- 
sage was completed they ohanged ex- 
pression, and evidently thought that it 
was a more serious matter than they 
had supposed. Senator Thurman, who 
really framed the bill, maintained unu- 
sual reticence as to its real meaning, so 
that the Democrats generally in the 
(louse learned more of their bill from 
the reading to-day than they knew when 
they passed it. Thomas Turner, of 
Kentucky, who is prone to get excited 
on such occasions, remarked to a Re- 
publican Representative to-night, "Well, 
we have both Houses of Congress, so 
we can count the electoral votes of the 
States where troops or Marshals may be 
used at elections."
